ABLAZE (Roberts 754) 351 (E). Medium-sized bright red with a flashy yellow throat. 
A larger and even more brilliant version of Flashlight. Does not like extreme heat very 


well.

A very large and tall midnight maroon with 
a glossy texture. Buds are coal black. Takes heat quite well.

Lovely ruffled light cream with deeper 
cream throat.
